“(A) the maximum amount allowable as a
deduction under section 219 with respect to
such individual for such taxable year, over

“(B) the aggregate amount of contribu-
tions for such taxable year to all individual re-
tirement plans (other than special individual re-
tirement accounts) maintained for the benefit of

the individual.
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“(3) SPECIAL RULES FOR QUALIFIED TRANS-
FERS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—No rollover contribu-
tion may be made to a special individual retire-
ment account unless it is a qualified transfer.

“(II) then from other contribu-
tions (and earnings allocable thereto)
in the order in which made.

of a distribution allocated to a contribution
(and earnings allocable thereto) shall be
treated as allocated first to the earnings

and then to the contribution.

Earnings shall be allocated to a contribu-
tion in such manner as the Secretary may
prescribe.
